Gracie,  Brown,  irom  Lilbon— Sailed  the 
IStli  .March. 

Capt.  Brown,  has  favored  the  edi-orc 
of  the  New-York  Gazette  with  Lilbon 
papers,  and  the  following  important  ver- 
bal inrelligence  : — 

It  was  reperted  at  Lisbon  when  the 
F.iiza  Gracie  s.iiUd — riiat  the  Freiici 
army  under  the  louimaiid  of  Gen.  Mas 
seua,  whose  head  quarters  were  at  Santa- 
r-  III,  set  fire  to  s .id  town,  on  the  ytli  of 
MaJcb.  and  letieated  in  the  nigh.:,  full 
dividing  his  army  in  t - o divisions,  the 
main  body  moving  towards  the  v illage  ot 
Ratailia,  and  the  srcoi.d  towards  the  lown 
of  I'humar  ; the  Utter  on  reaching  a 
branch  of  the  river  Zezere  foiiud  tint 
Marshal  Berrestord  bad  already  got  to 
the  snii  li-caft  fide  vvith  a llrong  forte  ot 
Englilh  and  Fornguefe  troops.  I'lie 
French  aware  ot  the  difiicuhv  ihrv  mull 
have  to  cncouiittr  in  crcffing  the  river,  not 
having  a fufiicicnt  number  of  boats,  mov- 
ed to  the  left  towards  the  main  body  if 
their  army,  and  t.ll  in  vvith  them  on  tlic 
loth  March,  near  the  village  ot  1 ravacos. 

'i  bis  movement  ol  ll.e  kieiicli  army  otca 
sioiied  a delay,  and  afforded  tin-c  for  the 
advance  guaid  of  the  Kiiglish  army  to 
come  up  with  them  ; .i  smart  iktrmiliiing 
took  phree,  the  rriuit  of  which  was,  that 
the  Kngliffi  took  two  pieces  of  cannon, 
and  crude  7-00  prifoneii — s\bcut^oo  of 
them  arrived  at  Lisbon  on  the  istli  and 
16I1  March. 

The  evening  before  the  Eli-za  Gracie 
failed,  a rep  rc  was  in  circulation,  that 
onthcMtIi  March,  Geu.  Melfcna  occu- 
pied the  town  of  I’onibal  ; that  said  gene- 
ral had  his  army  drawn  up  in  line  of  bat- 
tle ; and  that  on  the  evening  of  the  same 
day  a paitial  action  took  place,  tl  e result 
ot  wiilcb  was  not  officially  known  on  tli* 
17-I1  Marih,  but  the  current  report  was 
tint  Lord  Wellington  had  rut  off  a part 
ot  t'.'e  ripl.t  vving  of  the  French  army  ; 
and  that  the  Utter  hadietfire  to  the  town 
of  FimbalanJ  retreated  in  the  night  to- 
wards the  town  of  Coimbra. 

-An  account  had  leatlied  l.isb»n  of  the 
fall  of  Radajoz  ; and  that  the  French  had 
got  as  f.ir  as  Elvis  in  .Mentejo,  uiidertlie 
comnuud  of  General  Mortier,  supposed 
on  his  way  ti.  j-  in  .Massena.
